WHEREAS Plaintiffs Alliance for Open Society International. Inc. ("AOSI") and Open 
Society Insiiiuie (collectively, "Plaintiffs*') commenced this «icu"on against Defendant United 
States Agency for International Development and Andrew Si Naisios (collectively, ''US AID'") by 
filing a complaint on September 23, 2005; 

WHEREAS, on September 28, 2005, Plaintiffs move<l for a preliminary injunction; and 

WHEREAS, on Ociober 12, 2005, PlaintifTs moved for a temporary restraining order; 

IT IS HEREBY STIPULATED AND AGREED by and between the Plaintiffs and 
USAlDasfolIov/s: 

1, During the pendency of Plaintiffs' motions for a preliminary injunction and a 
temporaiy restraining ordcr» AOSI will in good faith not take any action that they think violates 

the United Slates Leadership Against HIV/ AIDS, Tuberculosis, and Malaria Act of 2003, 22 
U.S.C. §7631(0 (the ''Act"). 



Notwithstanding AOSJ's view as to whether it violated the Act, if USAID 
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determines that AOSI or any of its sub'<iwardces has violated the Act and their certification, as 
described in USAlD's leller to AOSI of October 7, 2005, then USAiD will provide AOSI with 14 
days notice before taking any action to redress the violation. A copy of US AlD's Oclobei- 7, 
2005 letter to AOSI is attached to this StipuJation as Exhibit A. 

3 . Nothing in this Stipulation will prejudice USAlD's defenses in this lawsuit, 
including ll^aL tlie Act is constitutionaU that (JSAlD's construction of the Act is proper, or any 
other defenses to the complaint or the motions for a preliminary mjunetion and a temporary 
restraining order.

As^^you know, Dr, Kent Hill, Acting Assistant Administrator of the USAID Bureau for Global 
Health, notified AlJiancc for Open Society International, Inc. ("AOSr) in April of 2005 that 
advocailng for the legalization of the institution of prostitution would be a clear indication tbit 
an oTgffnization does not explicitly oppose prostitution. In addition, Dr, Hill Infomaed AOSI that 
organising or umoniziixg prostitutes for the purposes of advocating for the legalization of 
prostitution, as distinct from organizing for the purposes of deterring human rights abuses and 
addressing public health issues, would also indicate that an oTgaiii2ation docs not e^^lioitly 
oppose prostitution. I hope that niy reiteration of USAID guidance will be of use to your 
OTgani2ation in conqjlyiog with your certification that you maintain a policy explicitly opposing 
prostitUtioTi and sex-trafficking.
